His Captors Tube » Lesson from tlio HIs- 


ioi-y or Buvufti'lsiu itnil Slonly Itoiist 


Him—Story of Ills Crime

MOBILE, Ala., DQC, 20.—Alox Rood, the 


negro ivho murdcrod Miss Carrie Boyor, at 
dainustoivii, Clurko county, was captured 
Friday night near Coffoevillo, on Rhodes' 
plantation. Ho was placed in cliiuns, und 
tho march to Galncstown begun. All ftlonp; 
tho road tho people turned out to demand 
that Rood Ixj lynched at once, but the 
guard sternly declared that Reod should bo 
talioii to tlio spot where tho crime had u«n 
committed 
mid 
tlioro 
bo 
punished. 


Sunday, morning, after reaching Galnos- 
town, Uo confessed. 
Ho said that lie had 


no intention oJ killing tho young lady, but 
that his gun went off nccidontaUy and 
wounded bor. Seeing that Uo wns in for it 
anyway, ho beat out her brains with tho 
stock ot his gun. About 3 o'clock in thu 
afternoon the captors, numbering by that 
time about 500 persons, white and colored, 
took Reed out on tbo road beyond Dr. Joo 
Smith's and chained him to it tree within a 
t'ow yards of the spot whom Carrie Hover 
was found dying. Eager hands piled light 
wood about llio doomed wretch, timl onu 
among tho number applied tho Hume. As the 
angry tongues of flro leaped upward tho 
negro gavo ti terrific shriek o£ agony. 
Tho 


smoke nnd flames enveloped him so quickly 
that tho assembly thought he would escape 
what Imd bcoa prepared in the way of pun- 
ishment, so the brands wore scattered and 
tUo man was again in view contorted with 
tho pain ot burning. Once more tho pen of 
light wood was constructed and tho flames 
sprang up briskly, scorching tho negro 
with 
intense 
heat. 
Before 
they 
bo- 


canio 
fatal, 
however, 
thoy 
were, 


again subdued. In fact, tho death was 
made lingering and awfnl, and it was not 
until the third flre was built thnttue soul of 
tho miserable murderer escaped its tortured 
prison. Then tho pine knots were piled 
higher, and the body of tho victim o£ public 
vengei.nco was reduced to ashes. 
This 


dono, tho dangling chain and tho smolder- 
ing embers were loft as a monument for tho 
consideration o£ those who may in future 
havo » desire to tread in Reed's footsteps. 


Carrie Boyor was u well-grown young 


lady, hnndsomo, pleasing in manner and ad- 
dress, and would havo been IT years of ago 
in February. Sho was born in Mobile and 
raised here. For three years she had lived 
near Gainestown. 
Friday morning, the 


10th, after spending tho night at a neigh- 
bor's, she started home, about ono mUo dls- 
tnnt.' As sho passed up tho road another 
neighbor came out and n«ked hor to spend 
the day. As 
tho 
two i stood 
at 


tho 
gate, 
tho 
negro, 
A'.ox. 
Reed, 


passed by, going 
toward 
his 
Lome. 


Shortly "afterward 
Carrie 
continued 


up tho road and passed into the part where 
there is a growth o£ trees. Meantime Reed 
had^hastor.od home, got his gun, and placed 
himself by the roadside. 
He sprang out 


upon tho girl as she came near, and seized 
her. 
She, however, was strong and well 


built, weighing about ICO pounds, while ho 
was of a spare frame. 
Ho found that ho 


could not hold her, and he struck hor 
repeatedly on tho body with his fists and 
his RIUI. Tho poor girl screamed for help 
and fought him until ho shot her. 
Sho fell 


to tho ground, and ho beat her on tho head 
with tho gun until tho stock broke. Ho must 
have struck hor afterward with tho ban-el 
ofogun. Seeing he bad murdered his 
victim, his heart failed, and ho hid himself 
in the woods. Tho cries of the girl and the 
noise oE the blows were hoard by negroes 
hiborirg in an adjoining field, but the}- 
thought the boys had treed some squirrels 
and w;re knocking on tho tree und shouting 
in. their efforts to secure their game, 
so no further attention was paid to the 
matter until tho dj;ing girl was discovered 
by two uegrocs who wero going up tho 
road about a quarter of an hour aftor tho 
horrlblo affair occurred. The broken stock 
of Rood's gun was found on tho spot, and 
tho remaining portion, also smeared with 
blood, was found in Reed's cabin, 
Rood 


took to flight on the approach of tho citi- 
zonj, but was captured as stated. Rood 
had tho reputation o£ having been run 
out of Mississippi for attempting a, crime 
similar to this one for which he has now for- 
feited his lite.

Among tho plans proposed is tho passage 


of the bill to limit the coinage to silver to

with tin: president whether that amount 
shall be increased or not. Another plan 
is to issue certificates of 1's, £'s and .Ts based 
cither on bullion or coined doilars in the 
treasury.

3—If any player, save the goal tend, who 
may do so, kick the ball with his foot or 
ekate; 4—It any player intentionally vio- 
late rale seven; C—If any ployor stands, 
runs, or moves about ou his ankle's, toes 
or sides of hia skates; G—If any player 
hold« another player on the surface or 


against the rail; 7—If any player start 
before the referae's whistle is blown; 8— 
If any player puts hia stick between the 
arm and body of another player. 


17. Any act by any player that is man. 


ifestly intended as an unwarrantable in- 
terference by one player with another, 
may be declared a foul by the referee 
from hie own observation or upon com 
plaint by tho captain ot tho offended side. 


18. Three fouls, other than when the 


ball leaves the bounds, made by either 
side during a contest lor a goal, shalj 
constitute B goal for the opposing side, 


20. If the referee decides that a foul 


is mode in the goal ty the goal tend, or 
by any player taking his place for tho 
time being, it shall bo adjudged 39 a goal 
for tho opposite toam. 


It will be seen that in order to lose a 


goal the three fouls must bo made in 
what might be called one inning.
